A short time 
later, Hayden announced the 
men had resigned “effective 
on the spot and left.” He de- 
clined to say whether he had 
asked for their resignations 

Today's conference between 
the License Collector and the 
Circuit Attorney was the sec- 
ond in two days. He was 
closeted with Eagleton yester- 
day for about 20 minutes, an- 
nouncing thereafter that he 
would reveal his decision on 
whether to fire the four men 
today 

Eagleton told the Post-Dis- 
patch he had outlined to Hay- 
den the nature of the criticism 
of the four employes by mer- 
chants. appearing before the 
grand jury. He said he did not 
identify the witnesses to Hay- 
den

Comment Refused. 

The four employes have re- 
fused to comment on the grand 
jury's recommendation, declar- 
ing they didn't know “what it’s 
all about.” Of the four, only 
Rakliff has a police record, in- 
cluding 20 arrests on charges 
of gambling, peace disturbance 
and vagrancy and a 6-month 
term in the Workhouse in 1922 
on a charge of petty larceny. 

The grand jury, after an in- 
vestigation of reports of wide- 
spread evasion of the mer- 
chants and manufacturers tax 
and the taking or solicitation 
of bribes by employes of Hay- 
den's office, said the ‘evidence 
against the four was “cumula- 
tive’ enough to warrant their 
dismissal. However, the jury 
returned no indictments 

As to other recommendations 
of the grand jury for certain 
revisions in the merchants and 
manufacturers tax and collec- 
tion procedures by his office, 
Hayden said he would seek a 
meeting soon with the city’s 
Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment and the appropriate 
aldermanic committee to de- 
termine what can be done 

Jury's Recommendations. 

Among other recommenda- 
tions. the jury called for re- 
wording of the ordinances im- 
posing the tax to make clearer 
just what taxable. It also 
urged revision of the tax re- 
turns by Hayden to clarify for 
the taxpayer what he must re- 
port, what the asis of the val- 
uation should be and what per- 
centage of the base is taxable 

An end to the practice of 
Havden's emploves of deliver- 
ing in person the tax returns 
to business firms also was pro- 
posed. A further recommenda- 
tion was establishment of a 
central tax index system for 
ready comparison of returns by 
city authorities

SUMMIT TALKS 
SAID TOHINGE ON 
RED CONCESSION 


U.S. Believed Insisting 
That Russia Yield on 
Disarmament Prior 
to Parley.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP) 
—The United States was re- 
ported preparing today to in- 
sist that Russia prove its good 
faith by new disarmament con- 
cessions before this country 
will consider a second East- 
West summit conference 

This basic strategy unfolded 
as top officials drafted Presi- 


dent Eisenhower's reply to 
Russian Premiér  Bulganin's 
newest bid for a meeting of 
Communist and free world 
leaders. 

Mr. Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary of State John Foster 


Dulles were understood to be 
increasingly reconciled to the 
inevitability of a new round of 
talks with the Soviets, but far 
from enthusiastic about the 
prospects. 

Both British Prime Minister 
Macmillan and French Premier 
Gaillard are reported to have 
drafted replies leaving the way 
open for a summit conference. 
The main difference between 
Mr. Eisenhower's version and 
the British-French one _  ap- 
peared to be in the American 
emphasis on the need for solid 
progress in settling the arms 
problem before any summit 
meeting should be considered. 

Talks Only on Arms Cuts. 

The attitude of Mr. Eisen- 
hower and Dulles, in the face 
of Allied pressure for new dis- 
cussions, appeared to be de- 
veloping into this pattern: 

1. New talks should be con- 
fined strictly to the disarma- 
ment deadlock and should 
not include discussion of po- 
litical problems 

2. These discussions should 
be held either on a foreign 


ministers’ level or lower, 
such as within the United 
Nations Disarmament Com- 


mission, to test Russia's pro- 
fessed willingness to ease 


tensions. 
3. The door to a multi- 
nation summit conference, 


bringing together Mr. Eisen- 
hower and Bulganin, will re- 
main open as a follow-up to 
any promising disarmament 
negotiations.

Tax Cut Not Likely. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said he did 
not expect any increase in fed- 
eral taxes to keep the budget 
balanced, but he added he did 


not look for any reduction 
either. 
Hagerty also said: “TI think 


I can say the President expects 
to present for the upcoming 
year a budget which will be 
balanced and, we hope (will 
provide for) a slight surplus.” 

Brundage drove here from 
Washington with Killian. That

Reports of possible violence, 
interference by Teamsters’ Pres- 
ident-ciect James R. Hoffa and 
delaying tactics are being cir- 
culated in connection with the 
impending election to return 
affairs of the Teamsters here 
to local control, it was learned 
today. 

A revolt by a group of lead- 
ers against Harold J. Gibbons, 
present trustee of Joint Coun- 
cil 13 and a candidate for 
council president, beca me 
known Dec. 11 when an oppos- 
ing slate headed by E. E. (Gene) 
Walla, president of Local 682, 
construction drivers, was an- 
nounced.. At that time it was 
stated that the election of 
council officers would be held 
at the next regular meeting, 
Jan. 8 

Since then two camps have 
been formed by council dele- 
gates, those supporting Gibbons 
and the rival faction headed by 
Walla. At a meeting of board 
members called late vesterday 
to discuss plans for the elec- 
tion. Gibbons announced that 
he had an assignment from 
International President Dave 
Beck in Denver on Jan. 6, 
which would interfere with the 
election date. 

Gibbons Comment. 

Today Gibbons, who is inter- 
national union vice president- 
elect. told the Post-Dispatch 
the election still may be held 
Jan. 8 “and certainly not later 
than Jan. 15.” It was reported 
that his Denver assignment is 
in connection with a threat by 
a local Teamster union there 
to withdraw from the interna- 
tional union 

Reports that opposition can- 
didates may be “worked over” 
before the election have been 
circulated, the Post-Dispatch 
was told The name of John 
J. Vitale. gangster and forme: 
Mafia leader. was méntioned 
in connection with the alleged 


threats. Vitale. who is in the 
pinball machine and jukebox 
business, has been described 


as a friend of a Teamster offi- 
cer 

Gibbons said he has heard 
no threats and has no reason 
to anticipate violence. “I have 
heard nothing of the sort,” he 
stated. He also said no threats 
of trusteeship for a local union 
whose delegates “vote wrong” 
had been made, or suggested. 

Hoffa Support Reported. 

Hoffa, who has been pre- 
vented from taking. office as 
international president by court 
action, was quoted as saving he 
is supporting the Gibbons 
slate. He is reported to have 
telephoned several Walla can- 
didates, suggesting that “some- 
thing be worked out” with a 
view of placing Gibbons at the 
head of the council, with some | 
opposition members holding 
some of the other offices and 
membership on the board. Gib- 
bons said he knows of no plan 
for Hoffa to come to St. Louis 
to speak personally to candi- 
dates 

Walla and his candidates to- 
day reaffirmed their “all-out ef- 
fort’ to restore autonomy and 
end international union domi- 
nation, exercised since 1953 
through the trusteeship.: The 
Walla slate is confident that a 
secret ballot, prescribed by the 
bylaws, will insure a fair elec- 
tion 

An issue discussed heatedly 
et the meeting yesterday in- 
volved the eligibility of seven 
celegates from Local 447, 
headed by Harry Karsh. Rob- 
ert F. Lewis, executive secre- 
tary of Local 6, raised the ques- 
tion of eligibility on grounds

Speak Out on Mill Creek 


Gradually information is coming out by which 
St. Louisans can compare the two proposals of- 
fered the Land Clearance Agency for Mill Creek 
Valley redevelopment. 

The Zeckendorf proposal which the agency re- 
jected apparently was based on a more formal 
architectural pattern than the winning proposal 
submitted by City & Suburban ‘Homes jointly 
with a St. Louis group. They both look like good 
plans to us. In some respects St. Louisans will 
like the winner, in some respects the loser. But 
the choice between them cannot be based on 
taste or aesthetics alone. 

The winning proposal contemplates town 
houses to sell for $12,000 to $17,000; the loser 
put the price range at $15,000 to $25,000. 

The winner estimated apartment rentals at 
$25 to $30 a room, or as much as $40 in elevator 


apartments. The loser estimated rentals at $25 
to $35 generally. 
The winner estimated prices to be paid for 


residential land at 40 to 50 cents a square foot; 
the loser, 35 to 50 cents. The winner suggested 
$1 to $1.50 a square foot for industrial land; the 


loser. $1 to $1.25. For commercial land the win- 


ner suggested $1.50 to $3 a square foot; the 
loser, $1.25 to $1.50. In both cases these figures 
are broad estimates. Actual prices paid the city 
for the land would be negotiated ibject to ap- 
proval by both the Board of Aldermen and the 
Federal Government 

Thus the impression grows that both the bid- 
ders submitted reasonable proposals and that 
each can make a good case for its plan. But the 
Land Clearance Agency still has not told the 


community how its members voted and what rea- 
sons finally induced them to favor one bidder 
over the other. 

This is information the public has a 
know—not the lack of it

because public projects like the Mill Creek Val- 
ley redevelopment must be carried on public!

In most instances it has re-— 


sulted in failure. Two examples 
to the contrary, however, have 
been pheasants in South Da- 
kota and the importation of 
carp that has spread over most 
of the nation. 

Many sportsmen are of the 
opinion that, if the native game 
and fish specjes were afforded 
suitable habitat, food, cover 
and water, the costly experi- 
mentation of trying to intro- 


duce new game and fish life | 


could be eliminated. Often 
these procedures cost thous- 
ands of dollars of license 


money and prove to be failures. 
It is felt that more time and 
money should be spent in the 
propagation and protection of 
native game. 


“Will wild turkeys ever come. 


back to Missouri as a shooting 
bird?” This column has been 
asked this question many times 
and it now seems entirely 
possible that an affirmative 
answef can be _ given. But 
much time and effort will have 
to be spent, and even then it 
probably will be 10 years or 
longer before a_ productive 
open season is possible. 

Earnest Effort Under Way. 

Under the present Missouri 
Conservation Commission there 
are many indications that an 
all-out effort will be made to 
restore this majestic bird. 
Previous failures of restora- 
tion were caused principally 
by. the importation of so-called 
semi-wild strains that could 
not fend for themselves when 
turned loose in the Missouri 
forests. Twice in the commis- 
sion’s history experiments with 
semi-wild strains of turkeys 
have been made. The last time 
—in Chariton and Warren coun- 
ties — conditions were ex- 
tremely favorable to the birds, 
yet the stockings were failures. 
The conclusion is that semi- 
wild birds will not survive and 
reproduce successfully in 
Missouri. 

James F. Keefe, chief of the 


Information Service, recently 
said: 
“The program is basically 


this: What we did for deer we 
are now doing with turkey. 
Refuges and commission areas 
are being ‘beefed’ up for tur- 
keys as they were for deer. 


Peck Ranch, for example, has 
been saturated with small 
ponds, and clearings and 


grasses and legumes released 
or seeded. This has been vital 
to increased turkey production. 
The clearings-improve browse 
and increase the insect popu- 
lation for young poults. Simi- 
lar steps have been taken on 
Drury, Indian Trail, Carman 
Springs, and Caney Mountain. 

“Trapping is done with modi- 
fied deer traps. These are 
drop-door affairs, baited with 
corn. At Peck a number of 
techniques are used, including 
fall traps of the net or wire 
type, modified deer traps, and 
even the projectile net trap 
when conditions permit. Peck 
Ranch has the largest turkey 
population. 

Captivity Must Be Short. 

“Turkeys are not amenable 
to trapping and can not. be 
held for any length of time, 
but must be delivered and 
stocked immediately or heavy 
losses result. They're just too 
blamed wild. Because of this, 
trapping is not as productive 
as deer trapping was, but a 
steady trickle of birds are be- 
ing bagged and released. Thus 
far, 43 birds have been taken 
and released; 22 in Ste. Gene- 
vieve county, nine in Perry, six 
in Pulaski county, four in 
Gasconade, and one in Hickory 
county. Priority releases for 
this year include Gasconade, 
Hickory, Warren, Phelps, 
Texas, Jefferson and Ste. Gene- 
vieve. ' 

“The deer release areas were 
scheduled to receive 50 deer 
for a stocking. We'd like to 
do the same thing with turkeys 
but since they are so hard to 
come by we are stocking as few 
as eight but average about 12 
birds, and we'll be satisfied. If 
production and trapping in- 
crease, areas will receive more 
birds. 

“The policy is to release 
birds only where no wild birds 
exist and where the social atti- 
tude of the people is acceptable 
to a turkey program. In other 
words, they have to want the 
birds and want them badly 
enough to vigorously protect 
them from enemies. The above- 
named counties have areas in 
them where people have sig- 
nified their willingness to give 
the birds the protection neces- 
sary to get a start. 

“Incidentally, areas that have 
received stockings thus far re- 
port a ‘very gratifying increase’ 
of the birds (doubled or more 
in some cases),” Keefe con- 
cluded. 

In Shelby county in 1840 
wild turkeys were reported as 
“too abundant to be worthy of 
mention”; Saline county, 
“flocks of several hundred” 
were noted. Bennit and Nagel, 
in an early survey, estimated 
the turkey population at 250,- 
000 birds. By 1910, with the 
exception of a few flocks, the 
last remnants of these birds 
were found only in the remote 
areas of the Ozarks. In 1937 


the season was closed on them | 


and has remained so until this 
day.

St. Louis Engineer, Curious About Heavens, Designed Diagram of Sky

SOME FOUR OR FIVE 
YEARS AGO a St. Louis con- 
sulting engineer, M. V. Armi- 
stead, took his wife to Florida 
for a vacation, and thereny al- 
tered somewhat the course of 
his life. They were sitting on 
the beach one night looking out 
at the ocean and the skies, and 
Mrs. Armistead, pointing to a 
particularly brilliant constella- 
tion in the heavens, asked her 
husband its name. 

Armistead, like a lot of other 
people, had eased through a 
course in astronomy in his 
college days, but not much of 
it had stayed with him. Most 
husbands would have said, “I 
don’t remember,” and quickly 
changed the subject. But not 
Armistead. 

He was vaguely troubled by 
the fact he didn’t know. He 
even brooded about it a little. 
Then he began to brood about 
how little most people know or 
remember what they had ever 
learned about the stars. 

The more Armistead brood- 
ed, the stronger became his 
urge to pick the subject up 
again and learn al] he felt he. 
as a moderately well-informed 
man, should know about the 
stars. As a result of this urge, 
Armistead got himself com- 

pletely wrapped up in astrono- 
my, has become something of 
an expert, and has invented a 
thing called the Planetariat 
which, he is convinced, is the 
best method yet devised to 
supplement the teaching of as- 
tronomy to the average person. 

We went out to see Armistead 
and the Planeteriat at his home

information on the universe. 
The only things I could find 
were heavy textbooks and star 
charts for professional astrono- 
mers. So, I began to try to 
diagram the heavens for my 
own Satisfaction. 

“I began to draw diagrams, 
and then I. discovered that 
Since different stars appear to 
be in different parts of the 
heavens at different times, the 
diagrams would have to have 
movable parts.” Finally, after 
several years of rather in- 
tensive work, Armistead came 
up with the Planetariat, which 
he calls “a two dimensional 
planetarium.” 

Armistead went upstairs and 
came back with a working 
model. It comes in a flat box 
a foot square, and it consists 
of five main divisions which 
can be used together or sep- 
arately for finding out differ- 
ent things about the position 
of the stars 

The biggest part is the Solar 
System Positioner which is 


something like a wheel of for- 
tune. Movable plastic indicators 
with scaled distances show the 
planets, Earth, Mars, Mercury, 
Venus and so forth in their mo- 
tion around the sun against the 
background of stars and con- 
stellations. 


The Star Chart encompasses 
Armistead’s own arrangement 
for projecting the celestial 
sphere on a flat surface so that 
distortion is reduced to a min- 
imum. 


Horizon indicators, used with 
the star charts, show the stars 
and constellations as they ap- 
pear at different times and 
from different directions. 


While the Planetariat is de- 
signed basically for educational 
purposes, Armistead says, it is 
also for the hobbyist, provided 
he has reasonable intelligence, 
some educational background 
and an interest in the universe. 
But its chief value, he feels, 
lies in helping students get a 
more graphic idea of the 
heavens.

Patching Wallpaper. 

MODERN WALLPAPER is 
pretty durable styff but never- 
theless now and then an area 
will become badly stained or a 
piece of the paper will get 
loose and eventually tear off. 
When these conditions occur, 
your best bet is to patch. 

The patch is made out of the 
same paper and that’s why we 
always suggest that when you 
have a wall papered, you keep 
an extra roll of the paper just 
for future patching operations. 
The patch should be consider- 
ably larger than the immediate 
area to be covered so that you'll 
have plenty of leeway for 
matching the pattern on the 
patch with the pattern on the 
wall. Never cut.out the patch 

tear it. Hold the paper with 
the pattern side facing you and 
then tear it on all four sides 
This will produce a feathered 
edge so that when the patch is 
in place, there wont be a very 
noticeable seam where 
patch overlaps the rest of the 
wallpaper.

Of the Christmas dramas, I was especially in- 
trigued by one on Douglas Fairbanks’s show. The 
scene is a little church, high in the Austrian Alps.

We need some- 
thing simple—a melody the choir can learn in a 
few hours.”

BUT THAT wasn't the end of it. Years later one of the 
authors of the song is marooned in a blizzard on his Penn- 
sylvania farm. Food is running low and the supply train 
seems to have been lost in the blizzard. He and his wife 
sing “Silent Night” to boost their morale and in a matter 
of moments, the door bursts open and in comes the guy 
with the*supplies. “I made it! I made it! Heard singing 
and it guided me through the storm better than an Indian 
scout.” 

“The Dave Garroways at Home” was an interesting ex- 
periment in Christmas eve programming. It opened with 
Dave Garroway discovered on a stepladder (where he ad- 
vised us all to do our Christmas shopping late and avoid 
the crowds) in his own Manhattan house. Present was his 
wife Pamela, his son, Mike, and a couple of friends, Jack 
Haskell and Barbara Carroll. It was a very simple and in- 
formal show. 


MISS CARROLL SANG a song, “Christmas Is a Time,” 
which was written for the old Garroway at Large program. 
Garroway and his wife reminisced about places they'd 
spent Christmas eve. (She's spent one in the Tunisian des- 
ert. He’s spent one on a minesweeper.) Garroway volun- 
teered the information that New York had contributed its 
share to Christmas customs.

Mrs. Garroway read that old chestnut “Yes, Virginia, There 
Is a Santa Claus,” which isn’t as sticky on Christmas eve 
as you might think. 


Garroway then demonstrated some dippy 
Christmas presents—a silent alarm clock for peo- 
ple who like to sleep late, a cork anchor for drift- 
ers, even an l11-foot pole for guys you wouldn't 
touch with a 10-foot pole. (Shades of Ed Wynn.) 
The show closed with a reading of the birth of 
Christ from the Bible. The reason I go into such 
detail is that this is the sort of simple show that 
used to come out of Chicago back in the days when 
television had no money to speak of but lots of 
brains and enthusiasm. 


At the opposite extreme was Kraft’s production of 
“The Story of the Other Wise Man,” Henry Van Dyke's 
modern classic.

Most of the 
others tend to telescope as time 
goes by, and you don’t remem- 
ber where you were or what 
you were doing. 

The one I recall best is New 
Year's eve 1944-45, the night I 
ate my first smoked oyster. 
There apparently were only 
two tins of smoked oysters in 
Alsace at that moment. Both 
were in possession of a New 
Yorker who had received them 
in a Christmas package. He 
opened them up, along with a 
bottle or two and some crack- 
ers. Then, being a generous 
soul, he invited everybody he 
could find to come around to 
his “quarters” in a truck be- 
hind the Army headquarters at 
Saverne. 


There was no official 
celebration that night because 
Seventh Arfny was expecting 
a German attack. It would 
not do for our people to be 
caught in an overly expan- 
sive mood, not even back at 
Army headquarters which, as 
any combat infantryman will 
tell you, is a good way back. 
Nevertheless our New York 
host laid it on the line. I got 
three and a half of the oys- 
ters and a jelly tumbler half 
full of a beverage that 
burned on its way down. 


We bawled out a halting 
version of “Auld Lang Syne.” 
Somebody knew the first verse 
of the Tennyson poem: 


“Ring out, wild bells, to the 


wild sky, 

“The flying cloud, the frosty 
light: 

“The year is dying in the 
night; 

“Ring out, will bells, and let 
him die.” 


With a little encouragement, 
and more to drink, he probably 
could have remembered the rest 
of it. The beginning of the new 
year came as 2400 ticked into 
2401. Outside, the night was 
very cold but clear. Celebrants 
departing could hear a fresh- 
ening of artillery fire to .the 
north and east. Otherwise the 
Christmas card town of Saverne 
was silent, except for the hum 
of the Army generators and 
the high, sing-song beeping of 
the radio trucks. 

It was not a good day to 
look forward to. Seventh Army 


headquarters, commanded by 
Lt. Gen. A.M. Patch, had al- 
ways moved forward, toward 


Germany. On New Year's day 
the headquarters was with- 
drawing from Saverne, which 


overlooks the Strasbourg plain, 
to a less exposed ysition 
across the Vosges meuntaifis 
at Luneville. Along with that 
went the giving up of much 


ground that had been taken 
once, and would have to be 
taken back. 


THIS WAS the aftermath of 
the Bulge. Seventh Army 
troops, coming up _ through 
southern France, had been first 
on the Rhine. In December its 
divisions were out in front, 
with a salient that curved 
around under the Siegfried 
line to the river. That was 
fine, but when Von Rundstedt 
made his thrust through the 
Ardennes Dec. 16, far to the 
north, Patch had to take over 
part of Third Army’s sector 
and there was a sudden, painful 
switch to the defensive. 

The Germans knew the line 
had been weakened in Alsace. 
Their drive across center was 
blunted, so they determined to 
try a quick gain in Alsace. They 
called it Operation Nordwind. 
The idea was to win Stras- 
bourg for Hitler as a kind of 
belated Christmas gift. Seventh 
Army’s intelligence called the

play precisely. They knew the 
attack would cbme New Year's 
eve, and they knew where it 
would tome. 

Patch could not hope for 
reinforcements because’ the 
Bulge was still soaking up man- 
power and supplies. He re- 
deployed available troops to 
meet the threat. gnfrantry of 
three freshly arrived divisions, 
their training still not com- 
pleted, had to be thrown in 
the line. In the little towns of 
Alsace, children took trays of 
Christmas cookies to the baker. 
Their parents watched glumly 
the preparations for defense. 

Seventh Army's Saverne 
headquarters was in an im- 
pressive, iron-gated municipal 
building that still had most of 
its windows and was fairly well 
heated. As December waned, 
tension mounted in the War 
Room where the staff assembl- 
ed for briefings at 6 o'clock in 
the evening. The red-crayoned 
acetate on the map showed an 
impressive German buildup. 

Elements of nine enemy div!l- 
sions were in contact. One pan- 
zer and two panzer grenadier 
divisions were floating around 
nearby. Later, the Germans
